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NOTE ON CANAL CONCESSION 


Points Out Fact That at the Present Time Egypt Derives | 


Né Income From Waterway, Whereas Sixty Years 


Hence Country Will Receive Vast Wealth.

CAIRO, Egypt Financial Adviser H. 
I Harvey of the Egyptian govornment 
has published a note on the subject of 
the convention prolonging the concession 


to the Compagnie du Canal de Suez, and 
the various parliamentary proposals that 
were made. He dwells on the fact that 
ut the present timé Egypt derives no 
iweoome from the canal and has no 
direct interest in its fortunes; he points 
out. the anomaly that obtains under 
the existing arrangement, inasmuch as 
the present generation, which has to | 
make a substantial share of the sacri- 
lives incurred in connection with the con- 
struction of the waterway, derives no 
financial benefit whatever, whereas the 
Kiuypt of 60 years hence will have a 
vast increase of wealth when the canal 
reverts, to the country. He points out 
the economic advantage of making the 
Kgypt of today sharer with future gen- 
erations in those coming benefits, and it 
has been with a view of making this 
possible that the proposition” has been 
made whereby the government enters 
upon an immediate enjoyment of bene- 
fits in exchange for an extension of the 
concession to the company for a period 
40> years.

The increase of that figure 
would not fail to excite complaints on 
the part of shipowners and merchants, 
who might say that the remuneration of 
the proprietors had attained a proportion 
more than sufficient, and that all’ the 
excess profits in the future should be 
applied to effecting a reduction of the 
canal dues. 


“The tendency towards a reduction of 
the dues will probably be accelerated by 
the concurrence in a future yapproche- 
ment of the Panama canal. of which the 
tariff is from this moment fixed at five 
francs per ton. Further, it is necessary 
to foresee that néw means of transport 
may eventuate and may tend to diminish 
the importance of ‘the canal in the 
world’s commerce. Wor must we lose 
sight of the possibility that when the 
canal reverts to. the Egpytian govern- 
ment thé latter may pot find itself able 
entirely to-resist the demands which will 
arise, brought about by~ economics. or 
political cirgumstances, tending to obtain 
a great reduction of the tariff, if not the 
opening of the canal to free passage of 
the commerce of tbe world.”

‘“LONDON-—-It is reported that an en- 


tirely new electrically driven pumping

1S his versatility. One of his pupils, Kasu- 
ogu Motomitsu, founded the Yamato 
Tosa school, which has survived to the 
present day. A reference to other notable 
schools may be of. interest. 

A revival in art took placé in Japan 
rin the fifteenth century. One of its prin- 
cipal painters was Oinosuke, who estab- 
lished the celebrated Kano school. His 
painted fans were used as ceremonial 
gifts to the Emperor and Shogun. Among 
other schools, that founded by the artist 
Korni will be represented. This artist 
was famous for his lacquer work. There 
is, too, the Naturalist school, whose 
founder caused quite a revolution in Jap- 
anese painting. The Japanese Landseer, 
So-sen, celebrated for his drawings of 
‘monkeys, belonged to this school. 

Lastly, there was the Ganku school, 
founded by Kishi Doke, renowned for 
his drawings of tigers. The Makimono 
and Kakemono pictures of the collection 
will be on view, and these will be changed 
from time to time. 

The works of art also will not be con- 
fined to the pictures. There will be won- 
derful suits of old armour and saddles 
in lacquer work, belonging to the Camu- 
rai, and innumerable other objects. In 
the gardening also the true Japanese 
art will be shown and probably not 
the least talked of feature will be a 
miniature section, 12 feet bv 7 feet, of 
one of the parks in Tokio.

TOKIO, Japan—What will be a reve- 
lation to the western world at the Japan

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view. These, many of them centuries 
old, are for the most part the property 
of the great Japanese nobles, handed 
down as heirlooms in their ‘families and

Speaking broadly. there are two classes 
of Japanese pictures, the Buddhistie and 
the secular. A characteristic of the 
former school is the richness of the ef- 
fects obtained, due largely to the free, 
although artistic, use of gold. The ‘skill 
in draughtsmanship of the second class 
is no less notable. In form, the pictures 
may be classified as Makimono, Kake- 
mono and Gaku. The first*are wound 
on rollers, are about 15 inches deep and 
are pulled out sideways. The second 
are hanging pictures, bordered with silk 

harmonize with+the colors of the 
design. The third are pictures in frames 
of wood or metal. 
As far back as the fifth century | a 
great Japanese painter flourished; this 
was’ Nan-Rui or Shin-ki, who was of 
Chinese royal descent. Whether a speci- 
men gf his work will be shown at the 
exhibition it is impossible vet to say. 
But of all the great periods of Japanese 
art there will be a full representation. 
Count Mutsu, the commissioner of the 
imperial government, gives the following 
classification of the periods: 

1—The Hei-an from 782 to 1183. 
The Kamakura from 1192 to 1333. 
|The Higashiyama from 1334 to 1574. 

The Monoyama from 1575 to 1602. 
The Y Yedo from 1603 to 1867. 

In the’ first period attention should be 
given to the work of Kose-no-Kanaoka

Detroit Men Admit Gross 
Difference in Buying and 
Selling Prices, but Point to 
Expenses. 


DETROIT-—Detroit meat dealers deny 
the statement in Secretary of Agriculture 
Wilson’s annual report that they reap a 
profit of 40 per cent on meat. Their ridi- 
cule is directed at the secretary’s meatts 
of arriving at his conclusion. 

Forty per cent gross may not be far 
wrong, they say, but from this must 
come the waste in handling the beef 
and dividing it into small cuts, wages, 


a market. This leaves the net, profit on 
the beef at something like 10 per cent, 
never representing an average profit of 
more than that figure and often showing 
less, they assert, 

Secretary Wilson's report’ is, made by

SAN ANTONIO, Tex.—What is by 
long odds the largest irrigation and de- 
velopment enterprise ever launched in 
‘Texas has been brought into concrete 
form by the formation of the Texas- 


Louisiana Sugar Company of Texas. The 
company has acquired 24,000 acres of the 
‘most fertile land in the Rio Grande val- 
ley and intends to irrigate every acre 
of it. Sugar cane will be its principal 
product. 

More than. $200,000 will have to be 
expended on the irrigation system to be 
installed. A townsite has been laid out 
half way between San Juaneand McAllen 
and here the mills and refining hoyses 
of the concern will be located.

“The ibéeitest sdiciarth and efficiency 
can only be obtained by centralization 
and consolidation and the fixing of direct 
personal responsibility on commanding 
officers, whether gn ships or at stations.

A YEAR’S BUSINESS 


It is expected that net profits of the 
Atlantic, Gulf & West Indies Steamship 
Lines Company forthe fiscal vear to end 
the last of this month will be fully 50 
per cent larger than for 1908 and within 
less than 5 per cent of the 1907 showing. 
the best previous year in the history) of 
the four operating companies: 

A balance for interest and sinking 
funds of between $3,200,000 and $3,300,- 
000 will probably be shown, based on the 
record for the first 11 months. This is 
equal to a balance for the $12,673,200 
5 per cent Atlantic.Gulf bonds, after de- 
ducting $1,860,000 of interest, sinking 
funds and depreciation charges of the 
four operating companies of about §$1,- 
400,000, or considerably more than double 
an entire year’s interest on these bonds. 
As a matter of fact the first coupon on 
these bonds does not come due till Jan. 
1, so that but six months’ interest will 
have to be charged against the 1909 net 
profits. 

Stated in another way, therefore, At- 
lantic Gulf this year promises to earn 
the 6 months’ interest on its 5 per cent 
bonds with a. balance for the $15,000,000 
preferred stock of about 7 per cent. 

Atlantic Gulf & West Indies has now 
paid off two out of three instalments of 
the original $2,400,000 6 per cent notes. 
The third and last instalment of $714,- 
000 does not mature until Jan. 1, 1911, 
over a year away. Less than $500,000 
of these notes are owned by the public, 
some $225, being in the treasuries of 
the operating companies. It was planned 
last summer, at the time the second in- 
stalment was anticipated, to pay off 
the third instalment this January and 
cash funds in hand wouldeasily permit 
of doing’ this. At the same time the 
management has determined to use this 
cash for other purposes that will bring 
in a very much larger return than the 
saving of a year’s interest on these notes 
and the third instalment will therefore 
be allowed to run to maturity. 

The Atlantic Gulf & West Indies 
treasury will probably this vear benefit 
through dividend declarations by three 
of its four subsidiary companies, two of 
whfch will be the Clyde and New York 
& Porto Rico. Last year Clyde was the 
only line to pay a dividend with a dec- 
laration of 4 per cent, which, however, 
will not be duplicated this year, as Clyde 
has been spending heavily out of earn- 
ings for terminal property at Jackson- 
ville.
